The Treaty of Washingtou— lis Moral 
luflueuce. 



While yet two of the most power- 
fnl notions wero cngiigcd in 
ono ot the dcadlieBt wurB known 
in history— tho result oi .a qunrrcl 
over a glass of Ems water— Great Bri' 
tain and tbo United States of America 
were rtferring to tlio peaceful arbitra- 
ment of a CommiBsion some of tho most 
Borious and pbrplcxing d. spates and 
complications of mcdera times. ^Tiie 
readers of this journal havo eeon byjyea- 
lerday morning's £v,o!usi'7o Diapuipii- 
estbat, at a recoat meoliog at Man- 
chester, Barl Granville pointed to tlio 
happy results already visible of the 
rational oonrso adopted by Ihe two 
great Anglo-Saxon naiious. Amongst 
tho happy frails of that wise polioy he 
accounts tho alacriiy with whioh the 
late pllifal raid on Manitoba, by a few 
deluded IriBhnien,bB9 been pnt pdt down 
by the United Slates Goverumont, and 
the hearty sympathy created through- 
onl England on acoount of the terrible 
Chicago calamity. It is not alone' in 
England that these latter fruits are visi- 
ble, in the Dominion of Canada the 
reBponse has been soaroely less marked. 
There is hardly a town throughout tho 
whole Dominion in which Babpcripticn 
lists lor the reliof of Chicago auflerera 
had not boon opened ore y«t the Bmoke« 
cloud had lifted from tho ill- 
fated city. Montreal, the com- 
rnoroial metropolis, led off with its 
" first instalment " of $33,000. Noxi 
came Toronto with its SliO^OOO. ilomil- 
toc with its S7 ,000^ London with its 
S4,000, nvd BO on. This ia aa it should 
be, as it should over have been, with 
the two great branches of the Anglo. 
Saxon family, having tho eamo grand 
objects of political and religious liberty 
and progress in view. It will, indeed, 
be a happy ciroumstanco if the Treaty 
of Wa^hirigton shdold be the meaco of 
establishing permanent amicable rjla- 
tiOnB between these two peoplei, even 
if its moral influonco should never find 
a wider range. But the moral iuflacnco 
of the Treaty is certain to extend be- 
yond the two nations being parlies to it. 
Earl Granville very jusllj pointed lo tbo 
effect which be tbiaks the example tlius 
let by Great Britain and the United 
Statea will have with ro^iard to the 
Bottlement of international dieputee ; 
and it can hardly bo doubled that the 
efiFuct will bo very important, Tho two 
great powers have shown how 
internal differences, and that, too, of the 
most serious, complex and irritating 
nature, oon bo BetHcd in a poacefui, 
alionai and ChriBtian manner. In tho 
faco of this, the nations who fly to arms 
on tho most trivial pretexts will have 
to bear an additional amoant of odium 

will inonr the moral condemnation of 

the civilizod world. Ia it too much to 
hope that this same Treaty will bo the 
beginning of the oud of war as a means 
of aettling disputea between civilized 
nations ? 



Camp V, D V It Survey. 

Ont 30lb, 1871. 
Bditob Bbitish CoiONleT.— 

The facilities io camp are rot great. 
Bnt now that wo have retnrnod to Yulo, 
I will write as partly promised. Fir^t 
to correct an error in the printing of 
my last ; E Leigh, whoso name occurs 
twice, is not an assistant lovelier ; for 
bl8 panie read Mr Benson. 

You have learnt by telegraph thai we 
completed car work at Lyiion on llib 
inst. Our celebraiioQ dim er diirereil 
in nothing Irom any ordinsry ono, but 
tho addition of "plum duff;'' il 
might be thought wo wuro iuduigioK. 
We left Booibrojd's soon alter my last 
letter. The leading feature of the neigh- 
borhood was tho growth of red wild 
cherries of small aiza bnt lor 
tho moat part iutenuo bittcrnotH ; 
in eomo places they appeared 
to cover acres of ground. Tbep 
are almost invariably surrounded by a 
wide fringe of wild Alberts j one 
Bpeoies of cherry, rather larger, 
are very palatable and juicy ; they are 
blank 

Wo left I3co:hroyd'ti on the -Ith Osl, 
and camped uoxl at G Siltet'ii, nbouidl 
miloefrom Yale. Hero a laughable in- 
cidoot ooonrred; ono of our animalB,cvi- 
deotlj a oayoosb) refused to work in tijo 
waggon. Ho was accordiniziy loaded 
with a pack ; equally novel 
to thii3 hiluatiou ot thingn 
ho at once bokod, and after 
makiog a dead Bet;at one of the Indians, 
overbalanced himstlf and s'uowed two 
clean pairs of heol^jin the very oppoaito 
Benso to lliut gcnorally convoyed. \Vc 
bhillcd from baltes'H ou ll,o 7tt),()ur work 
DBUBual, buinc iiLead o( a-i, lo Sitki>ou ll^t. 
Wo bero found a cripp'td Indian, alniosl 
Tedoced to a living anatomy ; ho hud 
broken oi'dlBlboated bis hip tomo two 
years ugo and was lying holp- 
IcHH and hopelcBB in u chinktiy 
log cabin at Iho roadside. Wo 
gave him u trifle and got hin» some 
blankets at Lyllon, Some fow Indians 
odoBBiODally fed him. Wo changed the 
il'attie I'rdta' " kicking horse '' (in the 
vernacular) to Windy flat from tho wea- 
ther wo exporienced and Iho rcMiilculM 
gay tliey always fi id it tlie i!»ni(<.
